T'S no leſs common with men would ſeem wiſe, than 
inconſiſtent with thoſe that are really ſo, to find a facile 
Faith for what they like, and a flurdy Diftidence for 
what they diſlike: Like the twins of a byaſs'd Judgment, 
# the one ſavouring of Aﬀection , the other of Prejudice , 
L and both of Partulity. 

That ſome Paſlages in the precedent Life will meet with ſuch , I make 
' noqueſiion, and therefore thought it not unneceflary to acquaint them 
with this Truth, that what therein 1s related concerning our Author , by 
the learned Gentleman that penn'd the Narrative, was receiv 'd not from 
uncertain wandring Reports , but Authentick Information, from the 
Tongues and Pennsof thoſe, that ( during his life npon Earth , were his 
familiar Afociates ; Men conſctencious both in Words and Deeds , well 
knowing what ſtrict account muſt be rendred of both. And how fad an 

Account have they then to make, whoſe Throats , like open Sepulchers, 

blaſt with their breath ( as far as their venome reaches) the moſt eminent 

Gifts of God in men that bear his Image? whereof did they know the 

danger, it could not but make them tremble to conſider how their poy- 

ſoned Arrows will return and ſtick 1n their own Souls: Yet have ſome not 

feared malitiouſly to defame this deep illuminated man of God ; A man 

whoſe Writings ( though not to us made Canonical by Miracles ) mant- 

feſtly appear to bave been the Dictates of God's Spurit ; and the "_ >

God, the Rule of his whole life; alwates reſigning humſelf( as his own Pen 
teſtifies ) ro the Divine Will : to will and work nothing but according 
tothe will of God. Yet againſt the ſpirit of this pious man ( as. if they 
feared an Ecclips of their Evening ſplendor, by the Day-light of his wri. 
tings ) have ſome ( eſpecially among the Lamps of our Tabernacles ) ſpit 
forth their Venom, in Aſperſions ſo injuriouſly falſe, and palpably abſurd : 
that neither Reaſonnor Religion, Prudence or Piety, could yield any 
motive thereunto ; only the Monſter of their ownfrailty. Thus doth the 
Prince of the Air blind men with felt-love; that though 1n others they ab- 
hor unrightcouſneſs, yet themſclves can raſhly po__ to ſentence, before 
they underſtood him, yea ſome of them, before they had read one Leaf in 
his Writings: VVhereas others that have fcrioully ſtudied him, and 
( with-divine aſsiſtance ) underſtood much of hiniycan jultly as dearly e. 
videficethe true concordance of his writings, with the wordof God in 
Holy VVrit; and their inconſiſtence with conceited Sedts, corrupt Do. 
arine, both of our own and former Ages, and all Heterodox Opinions 
whatſoever. VVell may be ſaid of him, what an experienc'd Philoſopher 
writeth of Paracelſus ;

'Tis true, in reſpect of the common ſlile of moſt Authors, his language 
may, to ſome, ſeem ſomwhat monſtrous; So do rhe Charadters of Let- _ 
ters to Children, primo inturtu; and many,even Scripture exprefſions , to 
the Ears of the Natural man Beſides, he proceeds much by affirmati- 
on; not Diſputing , but Convincing Error ; having not received his 
Knowledge from men , orfrom the 1mperfect fallible Principles of the 
Schools, but from the true Fountain of Wiſdom and Knowledg, Nor did 
he write, as molt do, by tranſcription out of other mens Books ; nor 
were his Dictates neither, theProdudts of his own Fancy, but by Divine 
influence;and(as 1s his own expreſſion)out of hisT hryee-leav'dBock, which

theHand of God had opened im him: wherein he found the Know» 


ledge, not only of all that Moſes , the Prophets, Chriſt and the Apo- 
files taught in Sacred Scripture, but of all Myſteries alfo in Heaven and. 
Earth, as himſelf affirms in his Epiſtles, and many other of his writings. 
But leſt his own Teſtimonie ſhould fem invalid, I make bold to infert 
what a learned German” writeth'of him. 


« Now ( faith be ) when Reaſon ſuppoſcth that it is aſcended up to 
« the height, with its Wiſdom and Arts , God hath ſlirr'd up this-our 
« dear Jacob Bebmen (a plain unlearned Tradeſman ) and gifted him with 
« ſuch a noble endowment of the Univerſal Knowledye of God aud Nature , 
* and ſhewn him the Centre of all Beings ; How all things ariſe from God 
« Originally , conſiſt in God, and again return and flow into him g$c. 
© thereby to call- man to the knowledge of God , of himſelf, and all 
«things; That he might turn from the corrupt Dark being of this World 
*to Chriſt the only Light exc. | 
- © This high, rare, and pretious Gift( which hath not been manifeſted 
*in the like manner and Degree, Height and Depth, Breadth and 
*[Length before theſe times) our facob Behmen learned in God, hath 
* employed in all faithfulneſs and ſimplicity, and lay'd it forth as it was 
* oven and imparted to him: And in all his writings hath lay'd' his 
*oround in God; and hath reared up his whole Building, very deeply 
o funded, from Him: As Chriſt ſpeaketh of the wife Maſter-Builder, 
«that he diced deep, and layd bis foundation on a Rack, where joz he built his 
* Tow r on High. As it 1sclearly to be ſeen how he doth all along,drive and 
* preſs at God,Chriſt and his Spurit ; at Faith and Love; at the mortifying 
* of the o1d; and therenovation of the new-man; And in brief, at the Re- 
©tauration in Chriſt of God's Image in us, which did diſappear in 
* dim; Alſo he ſheweth the Order, Harmony, and Barth of Fig things ; 
*:nd how they fubſiſt by the power of the yet unceſlantly working 
*wrord of Gods - FIAT , and holdtheir Analogy and orderly propor- 
* tion in the wiſdom of Gods wonders : But he doth not ſet it forth 
* with words of Scholaſtick knowledg , and contrived Art of VViſ- 
* dom in Babe} ;;and of her Builders; but as it wasgiven him according 
*to the knowledge of Nature, in his own Gift. And though ſach 
*Tearms and Phraſes as he uſes ſeem hard and harſh at firſt, yet the dili- 
*2ence of an obſervant Reader , that earneſtly defireth knowledge for 
© his Edification ,* will (by the indwelling Grace of God ) fo bring/him 
©into'3rjpht' apprehenſion thereof, that what before ſeem'd _— 
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& and Jack Bat at length be plain, clear, and eaſy, as it hath hapned tg 
« my fell. Thus far bis own Country. man and Accquaintance, 


Moreover he had the knowledge of that wonderfull Myſtery ( con- 
taining the Secrets of the whole Creation ) The language of Nature , and 
that in his Native tongue ; whereby the very name of every thing gave 
him clear Inſpection into the Nature of it. This Knowledge had Aon 
in his Innocency, but by his Fall loſt it: Elſe it had been underſtood ( x 
our Author affirmeth } in the Language of every Nation. 

Now to the incredulous , if they could but fathom his depths 1 
ſhould only bid them ask themſelves this Queſtion ; VVhether rt or 
Nature ever did or can produce ſuch ſublume Knowledge , ſuch pureand 
diſtin knowledge of the higheſt Myſteries ? knowing that upon 
debate with their ſerious Thoughts, they mult ſpeak the Negative. 
But there is a malicious Ignorance poſleſleth many, by which they con- 
demn all things above their, Sphear, and cry down that excellency in 0. 
thers which exceeds the. fathom of their own Comprehenſions : 1 need 
not travail for Proof or Inſtance, 1ſtorum plena ſunt omnia, They are no 
where not to be found.
